(b. July 3, 1938 in Dorothy, New Jersey) is an African- 
American hard bop and soul jazz organist. 


The daughter of an AME minister, Scott 
spent much of her childhood in New Jer- 
sey, where she learned to play organ іп 
the churches where her father served. 
Soon she herself was serving fre- 
quently as organist for youth and Rhoda 
gospel choirs at her father's and Scott 
other churches. Scott later stud- 
ied classical piano, but she 
concentrated on the organ, 
eventually earning a Masters’ 
degree in music theory from 
the Manhattan School of 
Music. By this time she had 
been asked by a choir mem- 
ber to fill in with a small band 
as a jazz pianist. Enjoying 
the music, she agreed to stay 
on with the band on condition 
that she be allowed to play 
organ instead of piano. Choos- 
ing as her instrument the Ham- 
mond Organ, she soon became 
a pre-eminent jazz musician and 
is considered by many to be the 
top female jazz organist. 


Scott was first attracted to the 
organ in her father's church at age “ 
seven. "It's really the most beautiful instru- * 
ment in the world," she stated in a recent 
interview. "The first thing | did was take my 
shoes off and work the pedals." _ edi 


From then on she always played her church organ in her bare feet, and to this date she has con- 
tinued the practice, earning her nicknames such as "The Barefoot Lady" and "The Barefoot Con- 
tessa." Following her lead, many other performers of popular organ music now also play barefoot. 
Because of her church training, however, Scott uses the pedals to play a genuine bass line, unlike 
manu other jazz organists, which allows her to use her left hand for more elaborate chord work. The 
resulting music is an energetic fusion of musical stules that partakes of jazz, gospel, and classical, 
reflecting both Scott's earlu experience and her formal training. 


In the 60s & 70s, Scott performed in and around Newark, with her Rhoda Scott Trio. 


In 1967 Scott moved to France, where she has since spent most of her career and earned 
recognition far greater than that accorded to her in the United States, though she often performs in 
the States.

Progness in ouh touni 


e present the annual' progress report on towns in our readership area. It 
Wes as no surprise the recession is a major factor in all our munici- 
palities. Budgets are shrinking, aid is down to a trickle, and the compe- 
tition for what few grants still exist is much stronger. Still, towns are moving 


forward, although at a slower pace. 


So many towns are looking to revi- 
talize their commercial districts. The in- 
troduction of new stores and restaurants 
brings health to aging downtown dis- 
tricts, adds jobs within walking distance 
for residents, and injects new money 
into town. Some towns are dreaming 
big. Bloomfield hopes to become the 
new Hoboken, full of activity and com- 
merce, Irvington has a mall being built 
near the Newark border with plans call- 
ing for nearly 50 stores, and a new su- 
permarket that is nearly complete which 
is expected to bring an additional 65 
jobs to the town. 


That town has struggled lately, and 
we hope those jobs materialize. Orange 
is restyling itself to be attractive to pos- 
sible investors. Washington Avenue in 
Belleville is growing with new com- 
mercial investment. When the economy 
turns the corner, these towns will be 
better poised to spring forward. 


In so many towns, the biggest proj- 
ects on the books are recreational facili- 
ties. Glen Ridge, Bloomfield, Belleville 


and Irvington all have expensive field- 
renovation projects either ongoing, just 
completed, or soon to begin, This money 
is well spent, yielding manifold returns, 
as so many residents benefit from a good 
playing field. 

We think a prize for creative inge- 
nuity should be awarded to Irvington 
Mayor Wayne Smith who has trav- 
eled halfway around the world to 
China in search of commercial in- 
vestors for his town and who still 
works the ties he forged while there. 
Currently, he’s trying to interest a 
high-ranking officer there at SinoPe- 
troleum into entering the retail-gas 
market. 


Essex County was once a commercial 
powerhouse in the state, but has suf- 
fered along with other counties during 
the current economic downturn. Al- 
though the amount of progress we have 
reported about this year is smaller than 
in previously years, we still see spirit 
and determination. When the economic 
engines begin gain speed, our towns 
should be ready. 


Irvington, NJ 


In the township of Irvington, nu- 


merous projects are in various 
stages of development. While sev- 
eral of them involve recreation and 
quality-of-life enhancements, oth- 
ers are designed to strengthen the 
commercial base of the town and 
provide both additional tax rate- 
ables and jobs for local residents. 


Mayor Wayne Smith is involved 


in most of the projects. 


° 


The Valley Plaza Mall on Chan- 
cellor Avenue near the Newark 
border is moving forward. “A 
major part of the front is already 
up,” said the mayor. The owners, 
he said, want to complete the 
project and then have something 
to show potential tenants. Pre- 
liminary plans call for four or 
five large anchor stores with as 
many as 45 small- to medium 
size stores to fill the mall. “We 
had WalMart come over here to 
take a look,” said Smith. 

The mayor said developer Brand 
New Day broke ground early im 
the year on 11 new homes in the 
East Ward, near Nelson Place and 
21st Street. Five are now com- 
pleted, and the mayor believes 
they have been sold. Construc- 
tion on the other six is expected 
to begin when spring weather 
arrives. The addition of the 
homes has improved the sur- 
rounding neighborhood, said the 
mayor. 

The hospital, owned by the 
township, has no firm purchase 
offer, although several parties are 
currently expressing interest. 
Two doctors had wanted to pur- 
chase the now-empty facility and 
create a medical center of some

kind, but they were unable to se- 
cure the necessary funding. The 
mayor has thus taken that deal off 
the table, although if the doctors 
secured funding the deal could be 
reconsidered. The building is 
priced at $3 million, said Smith, 
adding he also is speaking with a 
nonprofit organization and a Chi- 
nese business group that have ex- 
pressed interest. 

A Fine Fair Supermarket is near- 
ing completion at the corner of 
Stuyvesant Avenue and Mill 
Road, the site of the former Vil- 
lage Diner. “They're, I'd guess, 90 
percent completed right now," 
said Smith, "and a March opening 
if possible." Fine Fare, a chain 
begun in 1976, has more that 50 
supermarkets in the New York 
City area, including two in 
Newark. Smith said the store is 
expected to bring 65 jobs to the 
township. 

Renovation of the Little League 
field at Chancellor Avenue Park is 
scheduled to begin in the spring. 
The work will be funded by a 
$100,000 grant from the Baseball 
Tomorrow Fund. Preliminary pa- 
perwork is complete. Contracts 
have been signed. ^We've just 
waiting for the weather" said 
Smith, adding that the work 
should be completed in time for 
the upcoming season. ^That's our 
goal," he said. 

A private initiative, led by local 
businessman and former Cham- 
ber of Commerce president 
Michael Roesch, is moving for- 
ward with plans to construct a 
dome over the Cullen Jones 
Aquatic Center, although funds

The Irvington International Trade 
Commission, a volunteer associa- 
tion of business leaders from the 
region formed by an executive 
order issued by Smith, has had 
recent contact with Jian Wang, a 
senior vice president for 
SinoPetrolium, a Chinese com- 
pany. The talks have included the 
possibility of establishing retail 
gasoline outlets in Irvington. "We 
have, a few empty gas stations," 
said Smith, specifically at Clinton 
Avenue and Cummings Street 
and also on Myrtle Avenue. 
"Right now they are interested in 
entering the retail-gas market 
with outlets.' Smith said other 
projects have been discussed with 
the Chinese. 

A new restaurant and catering 
hall at 665 Stuyvesant Ave., is ex- 
pected to open in 2011. The 
owner had much of the funding 
in hand, which he combined with 
money from a non-profit and also 
a low-interest loan from the state. 
It total, $1.4 million is being in- 
vested "He's really doing a first- 
class place," said the mayor, 
adding that the catering hall 
should seat 100. Work has begun, 
and a summer opening is ex- 
pected.

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National Historically Black 
College and University 
(HBCU) Month 


Historically black colleges and universities (HBCUs) 
are institutions of higher education in the United 
States that were established before 1964 to 
serve the black community. 


There are 105 HBCUs in the United States, includ- 
ing public and private, two-year and four-year 
institutions, medical schools and community col- 
leges. Most of them are located in the former 
slave states and territories and were established 
after the American Civil War. However, Cheyney 
University of Pennsylvania, Lincoln University, and 
Wilberforce University were established for blacks 
prior to the American Civil War. 


The Higher Education Act of 1965, as amended, 
defines a “part B institution” as: "...any historically 
black college or university that was established 
prior to 1964, whose principal mission was, and is, the education of black Americans, 
and that is accredited by a nationally recognized accrediting agency or association 
determined by the Secretary of Education, to be a reliable authority as to the quality of 
training offered or is, according to such an agency or association, making reasonable 
progress toward accreditation." Part B of the 1965 Act provides for direct federal aid to 
Part B institutions. 


There many other educational institutions with large numbers of blacks in their student 
body, but due to the fact that they were founded (or opened their doors to African 
Americans) after the implementation of the Sweatt v. Painter and Brown v. Board of 
Education rulings and after the Higher Education Act of 1965, they are not HBCUs and 
but have been termed "predominantly black colleges and universities.” 


Of the 105 HBCU institutions in the USA, 27 offer doctoral programs and 52 provide 
graduate degree programs at the Master's level. At the undergraduate level, 83 of the 
HBCUs offer a Bachelor's degree program and 38 of these schools offer associate 
degrees. 


Following the enactment of Civil Rights laws in the 1960s, all educational institutions 
that receive federal funding have undertaken affirmative steps to increase their racial 
diversity. Some historically black colleges have non-black majorities and the diversity of 
their student population has expanded over the yeors.

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George Shearing, the elegant pianist who ex- 
panded the boundaries of jazz by adding an or- 
chestral sensibility and a mellow aesthetic to the 
music, has died. He was 91. 


Shearing died of congestive heart failure at 
Lenox Hill Hospital in New York, said his manager, 
Dale Sheets. Shearing had not performed publicly 
since taking a fall at his New York City apartment 
in 2004, but he continued playing piano. 


A prolific songwriter, Shearing once introduced 
"Lullaby of Birdland," written in 1952 in celebra- 
tion of the fabled New York nightspot and its 
radio show, by saying: "I have been credited with 
writing 300 songs. Two-hundred-ninety-nine en- 
joyed a bumpy ride from relative obscurity to total 
oblivion. Here is the other one." 


Born Aug. 13, 1919, in the Battersea district of 
London to working-class Cockney parents, Shear- 
ing was one of nine children. He started playing 
piano and accordion at age 5 but didn't receive 
formal musical education until he spent four of his 
teenage years at the Linden Lodge, a school for the 
blind. 


It was there that he learned Bach, Liszt and 
music theory, It was also during that time that he 
became interested in jazz by listening to record- 
ings by American pianists Meade Lux Lewis, Earl 
Hines, Art Tatum and Fats Waller. 


At Linden Lodge, Shearing showed enough po- 
tential to earn a number of scholarship offers from 
universities. But after graduating, he went to 
work in a local pub where he earned about $5 a 
week and tips for his playing. 


Within a year, he had joined Claude Bampton's 
big band, a 15-piece unit made up of blind musi- 
cians who played compositions by Jimmie Lunce- 
ford and Duke Ellington. 


Feather discovered Shearing playing as a swing 
accordionist in a London jam session. He quickly 
arranged for Shearing to record for English Decca 
and, although that recording date was not Shear- 
ing's first, it was the one that set his career in 
motion. 


With Feather's help, Shearing got a regular radio 
program on the BBC. He had a Dixieland band and 
was also his country's leading boogie-woogie 


pianist. Soon he was being called Britain's answer to 
the great American pianist Teddy Wilson, and for 
seven consecutive years he was chosen his country's 
most popular jazz pianist by Melody Maker magazine. 


While playing in an air-raid shelter, Shearing met 
his first wife, Beatrice Bayes, known to friends as 
Trixie. They married in 1941 and had one daughter, 
Wendy Ann, before divorcing in the early 1970s. He 
later married Eleanor Geffert, who survives him, as 
does his daughter. 


Over the years, he played for three U.S. presidents 
— Gerald Ford, Jimmy Carter and Ronald Reagan — 
and for Queen Elizabeth II. He was knighted by the 
queen in 2006. An anecdote he related to Feather 
about his brush with royalty said much about his 
sharp wit: 


"When we were preparing to be received [by the 
queen|, I was told that the directive is: Do not extend 
your hand until the queen extends hers. I said, well, 
either somebody's going to have to cue me or she'll 
have to wear a bell. But somebody did cue me," 
Shearing said.
